Michaels'572 discloses a reluctance machine (brush less motor) comprising; 
housing (12a, 12b); at least one position sensor (25) for positioning a rotor (16); a 
bridge at one axial end of the housing (12b) ( attached to the outer wall of 
housing 12b, see FigIB ) and configured to precisely support the position sensor 
with a generally hollow interior area of the bridge( Fig.lB) ; a plurality of locating 
ribs on the stator inherently mate with housing 12a and 12b (see column 6, line 
38-40) integrally formed on the internal wall of the housing and configures to

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precisely situate a stator; wherein the locating ribs and the bridge, both integrally 
formed on the housing, eliminate the possibility of misalignment of the position 
sensor relative to the stator (39a, 39b, 39d in Fig. 3a and, 40, 41 in Fig. 3b, Fig. 3c 
); sensor cap (30):a bearing (17a);a sealed chamber around said position sensor, 
protecting the sensor from contamination(dust cover 30); the cap and the bearing 
are configured to form a sealed chamber around said position sensor, thereby 
protecting said sensor from accidental tripping by external light sources. (Fig.3B); 
the stator having a plurality of stator channels

; the channels being configured to engage the stator into the housing.
